Chicago. Aug. 19 .— At least two 
men were kiled and property damage 
running into millions of dollars was 
caused early today by 
cloudbursts 
and cy clones which swept four middle 
western states. 
J. N. 8chley , 32, and Claude Bar­ 
rett, 19 , were killed by flood waters 
near Cedar Rapids, Iowa, where the 
storm struck hardest. 
Schley and 
Barrett, both farmers, were drowned 
when they attempted to 
rescue 
a 
herd of cattle. 
In addition to other Iowa cities, 
portions of Wisconsin, Illinois and 
Nebraska were hit by wind, rain and 
electrical storms. 
Thousands of acres of farm land 
throughout Iowa were covered with 
water. 
Growing crops were beaten 
down and in many places completely 
destroy ed. 
In the cities trees and 
telegraph poles were blown 
down, 
automobiles washed down main thor­ 
oughfares and building}, damaged by 
wind and hail. 
Telephone and telegraph commun­ 
ication was demoralized throughout 
the storm swept 
areas. 
Railroad 
schedules were virtually abandoned, 
trains running wherever possible to 
avoid washouts.

On the farm of Alfred Rosolack. 
near Elgin, Minn., a silo, sheds and 
trees were blown over. 
Value of the 
buildings damaged has not been esti­ 
mated. 
George Poogood’s barn, near Clare­ 
mont, was burned after being struck 
by lightning and totally destroy ed, 
along with hay and grain. 
The 
damage Is estimated at approximate­ 
ly $10.000. 
In the Twin Cities very little dam­ 
age was reported other than slight 
delay s in traffic last night and early 
this morning caused by sand 
and 
dirt washed onto the car tracks.

The Secretary of War has written 
the following letter to Mrs. Anthony 
Wayne Cook, 
President-General 
of 
the Dau ghters of the American Revo ­ 
lu tion, In ackno wledgment of her re­ 
cent letter pledging the su ppo rt of 
twenty-seven veteran and patriotic so 
ieties to the “Defense Test” : 
My Dear Mrs. Cook: 
Upon my retu rn to Washingto n I 
was gratified to find u pon my desk 
you r letter of recent date, Info rming 
me that twenty-seven patriotic 
and 
veteran societies have endo rsed 
the 
Defense Test.” 
I know that these 
large and representative o rganizations 
mu st speak directly or indirectly for 
many millions of Americans. 
Su ch u Qtlon definitely places the De 
fense Test above politics and prevents 
Its exploitation for political 
exped­ 
iency. 
The patriotic and veteran so­ 
cieties su ppo rting the Government's 
policy 
are 
distinctly 
no n-partisan 
Their membership consists of Ameri­ 
cans wjio have handed themselves to­ 
gether to promo te the welfare of their 
cou ntry, and to su ppo rt measu res like 
the “Defense Test.” The co -operation 
that is fo rthcoming from the Gover- 
wo rthy character. 
Every indication Is 
nors of State is of the same praise 
that their su ppo rt on September 12th 
will be nearly u nanimo u s. 
Every day that passes convinces me 
more and mo re of the necessity for 
bolding the “Defense Test,” becau se of 
its edu cational valu e alike to the de 
fense establishments, and to o u r cii 
izens as a whole. 
The statements re 
garding it which have co mmanded so 
mu ch attention from the press indi 
cates clearly that an honest misu n 
derstanding exists not only of the "D< 
fense T est” itself, bu t even of o u r de 
fense 
o rganizatio n 
and 
emergency 
plans. 
The very natu re of the oppo 
sition proves conclu sively the need for 
the Test. 
There is misu nderstanding 
of the 
War Departm ent’s requ est that Gover 
nors and Mayors appoint citizen com 
mittees to direct and coo rdinate “ De 
fense T est” activities in their respec 
tive states and cities 
The fact that 
these are designated as “mobilization 
co mmittees” has led some to infer that 
they are to mobilize all o u r manhood 
and all o u r reso u rces on September 
12th. 
This, as you know, is far from 
ou r pu rpose. 
We requ ested the ap 
pointment of these committees in or 
der that all might see the machinery 
by which the skeleton u nits of the 
Army of the United States wou ld be 
expanded, and that all o u r 
citizens 
might u nderstand that they wou ld con 
du ct their o wn mobilization in the 
event of war. 
We 
have 
requ ested 
these co mmittees to demo nstrate, with 
the asistance of su ch citizens as might 
volu nteer 
their 
services, 
how 
they 
wou ld expand the u nits u nder their 
ju risdiction. 
It is impo rtant that the 
Federal Government, as well as the 
people, have Information on this su b 
ject. 
As a resu lt of the repo rts re 
ceived, we will be able to reco mmend 
to all States, and to all commu nities 
an Ideal plan, I am certain that the 
societies you have named cou ld fu r­ 
nish eno u gh vo lu nteers witho u t going 
ou tside their own ranks. 
The same u nderstanding led to 
the 
false co nclu sio n that a holiday had 
been asked for. The War Department 


has not attempted to say to any state 
o r city whether a holiday shou ld be 
declared or not. 
Each kno ws Its own 
situ ation. The War Depart me at, ho w­ 
ever, has not proposed a national ho li­ 
day, partly becau se of the proximity 
of Iathor Day. 
The National Go vern­ 
ment wou ld he Ju st as well pleased 
if each city held Its demo nstratio n late 
In the afternoo n, or early In the even­ 
ing. 
As the President has pointed 
ou t, this is to be a vo lu ntary mo ve­ 
ment on the part of o u r citizens. 
The need for civilian participation 
has even been qu estioned. Those ra is ­ 
ing this point misu nderstand either 
o u r military organization or ou r plans. 
They evidently do not 
realize 
that 
mo re than half of the present m e m ­ 
bers of the Army of the United States 
are civilians, that the Army will he 
expanded in an emergency by the ad ­ 
dition of more civilians, and that civil­ 
ians will direct its expansion. 
I take this o ppo rtu nity of thanking 
you personally for the services you 
hu ve rendered in coordinating the u n­ 
official su ppo rt of the “ Defense Test.”

Should the humble cow ever aspir 
to trade-mark her products, the aver 
age shopper would be amazed ut the 
lubels “Made from milk” which wold 
adorn his purchases—purchases rang 
Ing from horn-rim spectacles to chess 
men, magazines to radio sets. 
T hree per cent of casein In cow' 
milk is the raw material for a kaleidc 
acopic array of manufactured products 
Nor does this take into account that a 
our present rate of consumption every 
12 persons consume the milk product 
of one cow. 
Bread has a reputation of being the 
“staff of life,” but milk more nearly 
fulfills that definition. 
Substitutes for 
our customary breads may be bad; bu 
there is no substitute for milk. 
Even 
the elimination of the casein from 
milk, the element which provides most 
of the by-products, would lie incon­ 
venient. Chemically, casein Is the prin­ 
cipal nitrogenous constituent of milk; 
popularly It Is the “curd,” and Its first 
and principal use is for cheese.

Mr. I'robin then refers to an experi­ 
ence of bis youth when he put certain 
snails which had already withdrawn 
into their shells and closed the opening 
thereof, as is their custom, info a box, 
whereupon he forgot them for a period 
of more t hun a year ami a half.

they came out. of their shells and 
crawled gaily about on the table. 


Plants Set Traps 
for Unwary Insects

sects and small animals, and tire to la 
found in bogs and marshes in tropical 
countries. 
All carnivorous plants an 
endowed with a sense of taste, and a 
tasty morsel of meat is speedily d« 
voured ! 
The side saddle plant, found 
in parts of America, sets w ater traps 
for its victims. 
This plant holds up 
to the sunlight vase-llke leaves, around 
the mouths of which are glands that 
secrete honey. 
Tempted by the scent, 
the Insects make their way across the 
leaves to the mouth of the plant; far­ 
ther and farther they wander down the 
tube, looking for the honey. Detent. I v( 
hairs prevent their exit and, tired and 
weary, they eventually fall Into the 
pool secreted at the? bottom of the leaf. 
The common sundew captures dragon­ 
flies and ants. 
Attracted by the gum­ 
my appearance of the rosy leaves, the 
feet of the visitors become securely 
fixed to the gum, and the red tentacles 
close In on the unwary insects.

We live in the sun and on the sur­ 
face—a thin. plausible, superficial ex­ 
istent*—and talk1 of music and prophet, 
of art and creation.

There was 
no trace of later construction, and 
the site, which was the most com­ 
manding in the outer town. would 
hardly 
have 
been 
left 
unoccupied 
while ( ’urchcmish was a city; so the 
excavators assumed that the fire that 
destroyed the house was that which 
KW (‘pf the whole place about WM) It. 
C. 
Very 
soon 
the 
assumption 
re­ 
ceived startling confirmation, says the 
Youth’s Companion. 
Outside the walls they found a few 
bronze arrow heads; on the porch 
there were a number of them, and on 
the floor of the rooms under the ashes 
arrow heads of bronze and iron turned 
af) in hundreds, and with them lance 
points and broken sword blades and 
men’s bones and all the signs of a 
fierce struggle. 
Always the weapons 
lay thickest. In front of room doors 
and there the arrow heads were oftt 
bent or broken, as lf from striking 
against the bronze casing of the door 
timbers.

In 
his 
ranks. 
Tile 
excavu 
thins at Jerablus have led perhaps to 
more important results, but to nom 
more dramatic than this, which brings 
together 
In 
one 
burnt 
and 
ruined 
house at Carehemish two writers so 
far removed from each other as He 
rodotus 
and 
Jerem iah—the 
Greek 
“Father of History” and the Jewish 
prophet. 


Gibbet Superseded Cross 
Crucifixion as a method of punishing 
criminals remained in force throughout 
the Roman empire until tile early part 
of the Fourth century. 
The death by 
the cross was abolished by the Em­ 
peror Constantine and was replaced by 
the gibbet, which continued as a means 
of execution until comparatively re­ 
cent times. It figures frequently in the 
history of England. 
It was also used 
as an instrument of punishment in the 
British colonies and was so employed 
in the island of Newfoundland, where 
there are several “Gibbet Hills," mark­ 
ing the site of hangings. 


The W ord Factory 
Slang is the great m anufacturer of 
words, for it is constantly originating 
new ones which eventually are ap­ 
proved by the lexicographers and get 
into the dictionaries.

Pepsin Has Rival 
Pepsin, the digestive substance de­ 
rived from the pig and largely used by 
medical men in treating cases of di­ 
gestion, finds a rival in pharmacy in 
"papain,” a digestive ferment isolated 
from the juice of the half-ripe fruit of 
the papaw tree. 
This substance Is 
said to digest fibrin and albumen more 
readily than pepsin does. 
The fruit Is 
sometimes made into jam, though the 
necessary boiling would probably kill 
the digestive ferments. 
Anglo-Indians 
say that a tough steak becomes tender 
when placed for a few minutes be­ 
tween two slices of papaw fruit, or 
even placed near a papaw tree.

If there­ 
by we get such ultim ate results as 
cubism and futurism, then archeolog­ 
ical research will show that the arts 
are best without our mechanical and 
Industrial progress.— Howard Carter 
In Current History Magazine.

Gems of Architecture 
in India and italy 


T aj Mahal is the costliest privatf 
tomb In the world, and was built bj 
the Indian ruler Shah Jehan as u final 
resting place for the remains of bu 
favorite wife, Mumtaz-I-Mahnl, “the 
pride of the palace.” This mausoleum 
which Is accounted by some critics tc 
be the most beautiful building eve* 
constructed, Is one mile eust of Agra, 
and its erection covered a period of 
21 years, starting in 3629 and ending 
in 1050. 
It is built entirely of white 
alabaster, and is believed to have cost 
over $9,000,000. 
Saint Peter's church Is the largest 
and most imposing Christian church 
in the world, but is not conceded to 
pass the architectural beauty of Taj 
Mahal. 
The approach to it is through 
an open space, the Piazza (ll San Pi­ 
etro, which is elliptical in form, coy 
ers several acres and is surrounded by 
colonnades, or covered driveways. In 
the center of this piazza stands a red 
granite obelisk 80 feet In height, which 
was brought from Egypt in the days 
of Caligula, but was not erected bere 
until the Sixteenth century, when the 
church was In process of construction. 
About tile walls on the interior of 
the church there are altars, chapels, 
tombs, and innumerable works of a rt; 
while beneath the center of the dom* 
rises the high altar, at which only the 
pope or a specially authorized cardinal 
may officiate; and above this towers 
the great bronze canopy, 95 feet In 
height. 
The total cost of the building 
is estimated at about $50,000,000, and 
considerable difficulty was experienced 
In raising this sum. 


Primrose Day Memorial 
to English Statesman 


England’s “Primrose day” is a trib­ 
ute to the memory of Lord Beacons- 
fleld. 
The primrose was his favorite 
flower. 
The story is that when he wus 
a young man lie made a bet of a pair J 
of gloves with a lady respecting a 
wreath of yellow blossoms, the point 
in dispute being whether they were 
real or artificial. 
Disraeli stated that 
they were real and won the bet. The 
lady thereupon presented him with one 
of the primroses and Disraeli, with the 
Impetuous gallantry of youth, vowed 
that he would treasure the flower and 
adopt It as his badge. 
“Prim rose day" 
was founded In 1882. 
Next year it 
was determined that an annual fest!- 
valshould be Inaugurated. 
Curiously 
enough, the primrose has for centuries 
been 
esteemed 
an 
unlucky 
flower 
among 
the 
English 
country 
folk. 
Shakespeare alludes to the supersti­ 
tion; and to this day In East Anglia> 
as well as throughout the western 
counties, It is esteemed disastrous to 
take a single primrose into a farm 
house. 
Serious loss among chickens 
lambs and calves will, It is averred, In­ 
evitably result. 


Primitive Homes 
Lava blocks roughly quarried pro­ 
vide the rural Icelander with his build 
lng material. 
His farm stead consists 
of a group of smull cottages joined to­ 
gether. 
The luva blocks are laid on* 
on the other and 
the 
crevices 
ar* 
stopped up with moss or earth. 
Some 
of these houses huve wood rafters 
but the majority of them have whale 
ribs Instead. 
These are covered wltb 
brushwood, on top of which tu rf Ie 
heaped. The turf bears a good crop ot 
gruss, which Is carefully cut for hay 
The houses have no chimneys, and a 
fire Is never kept In any room excepi 
the kitchen, even In the coldest weath 
cr. 
The smoke posses out through a 
hole in the roof. 
The only window* 
are pieces of glass, or thin skin, foul 
Inches square. 
No attention Is given 
to ventilation, and the atm osphere ol 
the house Is almost unendurable to a 
foreigner. 
The natives’ sense of smell 
Is deadened by the universal hubit oi 
taking snuff. 


Asia Like House'* Roof 
The continent of Asia, according tis 
Dr. Sven Hedin, writing In Populai 
Mechanics Magazine, Is like the rool 
of a house, Irregular In shape, falling 
off gently In the various directions 
From Its crown rain w ater Is pouring 
down In all directions. 
“No mattes 
w here the watercourses arise they are 
still, as they sweep onward, crossed 
here and there and again by almost in­ 
numerable paths, and countless like­ 
wise are the bridges.” 
The railway 
bridges, Doctor Hedin says, are built 
everywhere on the sam e principle, but 
the primitive bridges with which Asia 
abounds are of the most diverse char­ 
acter. 
He enum erates 
“bridges of 
•tone, of tile, of Iron and cement, of 
chains, 
ropes and cables, of wood, 
posts, plants and branches, and the 
natural rocks which In th e course of 
time have broken 
anunder from a 
mountain and tumbled down into some 
wild ravine where they now serve as 
spans for the natives.” 


Tribute to Healing Spring 
The ancient and 
famous 
mineral 
springs from which the town of Bath, 
England, receives Its nam e and fame, 
are rich In historical reminiscence. Be­ 
tween 1612 and 1784 it was the custom 
for persons of distinction who had 
derived benefit from the B ath mineral 
waters to present a brass ring to be 
fixed in the wall of the bath for the 
help and support of those bathing in 
the hot water. 
John Revet visited 
Bath In 1074, and appropriately pre­ 
sented a brass ring, which may still be 
seen on the walls of the king's bath. 
The inscription re a d s : 
“T hanks to 
Jod, 
I, 
John 
Revet, his 
Majesty’s 
Brazier, at fifty years of age of July, 
1674, received Cure cf a True Palate j 
from Head to Foot ob one lid*"

Do I believe that a banker considers reputation, as developed by 
advertising, in extending credit? There probably are bankers who 
will give a negative answer to this question and believe they are 
giving the right answer. 


But let those bankers be approached by a credit-seeking national 
advertiser, who has established his name, therefore a market for 
his goods, and see what happens. In nine cases out of ten the fact 
that those goods have become a household “buy-word’’ will be the 
greatest factor in granting the credit. 


The banker himself will have become subconsciously sold on the 
firm, through its consistent advertising. He will say, “Oh, yes, that’s 
a big house— well known, good reputation,” etc., not realizing that 
it was advertising that did the work. 


The next minute he may be approached by a new company, try­ 
ing to make its name, and turn down the loan because too much of 
it is to be spent for the purpose of advertising. In the first applica­ 
tion he has helped the big advertiser to cash in on his reputation, 
and in the second was depriving the newcomer of the right to build 
a reputation. 
This is only a hypothetical case, and I am glad to 
say I don’t believe it happens as often as it did in the past. Just as 
we learn something new every day, so every day another banker 
wakes up to the underlying power and pull of advertising.

The runner who stumbles at the hurdle, but goes on after the field; the 
tennis player who sprains an ankle, but fights back with the set point against 
him; the pitcher who takes up the burden of a six or eight-run handicap 
against him, and blanks his opponents until his team-mates come to life and 
overcome the lead; these are the heroes of the sport world. 
It is not often that such efforts grace turf performances to such ^jri ap­ 
preciable degree that horse and rider become the heroic vortex of a storm 
of cheering such as rose at Saratoga a few days ago when Sande rode Solaria 
home.

And she was left at the post. 
Not left by just a few leaps, but the last of 
the field was a sixteenth of a mile away before the 3-year-old started to run. 
Earl Sande was up, and horsemen supposed he would ease Solaria up 
and not start on any wild-goose chase that could o» ly, they said, lead lo a 
lot. of unnecessary effort. 
Sam Hildreth and Jack Joyner, veteran trainers, swore and tu rn e d their 
backs away from the track as Sande let the filly out, under slight restraint. 
Salacia was fairly flying after the field, which was rounding into the stretch 
in a cloud of dust, but it seemed 
like 
a hopeless chase that the trainers 
damned the boy for taking a chance on ruining the mount. 
Only a few others watched the filly, their eyes intent on the race. 
But 
Saluda was gaining ground at every bound. 
Sande found her full of run 
and let her go. 
Down the backstretch Salacia 
had 
been a furlong behind the 
leaders 
rounding the turn she was up with 
the 
trailers, flying. 
“Look at Salacia, she’s running away,' the crowd began to shout, a1 
though most of them counted her out of the race. 
When straightened into the stretch, still seeming to br* running easily 
the Widener filly made a final spurt. Earl Sande, greatest rider of tin* Amer­ 
ican turf, settled down to ride as only hr* can. 
Past the field like an arrow went Salacia. 
Twenty yards from tin* win­ 
ning post she was two length out in front, and she won by that much. 
The ovation that greeted her and Sande was like that accorded tin 
winner of a great stake event. 
Men and women went wild and crowded around. Some unofficial clockers 
caught Salacia in record time.

Today Dazzy Vance is not only the 
star of the Brooklyn learn, hut one of 
the outstanding pitchers In baseball, 
Vance's chief stock in trade Is his 
fast ball, backed up by almost perfect 
control. 
Umpires In the National 
league tell me his fast hall is just 
about as fast as W alter Johnson's 
was when the big swift was at the 
zenith of his career.

fast enough for me. 
Vance, however, doesn’t rely whol­ 
ly on his fast ball. 
His knuckle hall 
is no easy thing to hit, and his curve 
has a highly developed 
deceptive 
quality.

Vance is a product of the great 
open spaces of Iowa, is 31 years old, 
a six-footer and a right-hander.
